WASHINGTON. Aug.’ 12.—President

PLATTSBURG, N; Y.; Aug. 12.—One 
student at the citizens’ military training 
camp here was. drowned in Lake 
Champlain this afternoon and two 
others owe their lives to an 18-year-old 
high “School’ boy, whose bravery has 
made him the hero of the camp. His 
deed. of ~high courage was done on a 
storm-beaten waste, In sight only of the 
two youths, who never would have lived 
to. tell the’ tale had he. deserted them, 
and it was done at ‘such imminent peril 
to himself that tonight he Hes ex- 
hausted in the post hospital. 

The drowned hoy was Albert W: 
Kampmann, member of Company -D and 
son of Mrs. A. C. Kampmiann of 319 
Fairmont Avenue, Jersey City. .Kamp- 
mann was. 17 years old and a payroll 
clerk. for the M. W. Kellogg Company 
of. 90 West Street, New York. His body 
has not recovered. A beach patrol, 
after. searching for it for. hours, was 
withdrawn at 9:30 tonight. It will re-

Hills, marked the beginning of a new 
period in women’s tennis in this country. 
The team match between England and 
the United States, which began on the 
enclosed courts Saturday,-is, so it is 
promised, but the first of a series of 
international ‘meetings that are to be- 
come annual ¢vents. . Women’s tennis 
is to have its Hazel Hotchkiss Wight- 
man Cup, offered a number of years 
ago but never competed for, as men’s 
tennis has the Davis Cup. 

The idea behind both trophies has been 
the same Dwight F. Davis, now the 
President of the U. S. L. T. Aj, put up 
the cup that bears his name in 0 with 
the idea of promoting friendly rivairy 
in tennis between England and the 
United States. He little dreamed at the 
time that the day would come’ when 
seventeen nations from all parts of the 
globe would file challenges for the 
trophy in a single season. The donor of 
the Hazel Hitchkiss Cup was inspired 
by the idea of doing the same thing in 
women’s tennis. The year may not be 
far distant when the competition will 
have similarly extended, and the cup 
will be the Jason’s fleece that will lure 
Women’s teams from the world over. 

Perhaps it will be found possible to 
offer the two trophies in conjunction. 
Each nation, instead of merely 
a team of men, would then ect also 
a women’s combination, and the aame 
——— that has worked so smoothly 
in: establishing the strongest teams in 
the Davis Cup matches could perform 
the wider function’ of setting up the 


most powerful tennis playing: nation 
without any limitation as to sex. 


On Thursday, at the Longwood Cricket 
Club, Boston, Australia and France, the 
two surviving nations respectively of the 
American and European zones of pre- 
Hminary play, will in the final round 
of the vis es to determine 
which shall face the United States in 
the challenge round at Forest Hills Aug. 
31 and Sept. 1 and 3. .Australia, profit- 
ing by the small size the American 
draw, has had a much easier time of it 
in coming through to the final than has 
Frarice. The Antipodeans faced but one 
severe tést,- against Japan, whereas the 
French combination survived a field that 
included Spain, British Isles, India, Den- 
mark and Switzerland. 

Admittedly, the French should be all 
the stronger for the opposition that th 
have overcome, but the team that will 
représent France at Boston will not be 
the same as that which fought its way 
through the. European preliminaries. 
Two of the members were unable to 
make the trip across and their places 
have been taken * —— who are 
not considered as formidable as were 
the original representatives. For this 
reason. France's chances in the final 
are not so good as they might seem 
from the comparative tests undergone.

SWIMMING 








The International Swimming ¥Federa- 
tion met in conference at Paris recently 
and important steps were taken in 
the effort to standardize more ‘ade- 
quately world’s record performances. 
The changes decided upon are of par- 
ticular interest to Americans, because 
they will affect materially future rec- 
ord-making efforts on the part of our 
watermen and maids, 

The rulirig of greatest moment was 
reached when many applications for: 
records were submitted for approval and 
exceptions were raised to the accéptaiice 
of several standards set by our swim- 
mers ‘in the lagoon of the Manhattan 
Beach Baths. It was brought out that 
the tide has free access to the lagoon, 
so that no performance accomplished in 
it complies with a strict interpretation 
of the federation law regarding still 
fwater. The resolution was passed that 
the said law should be enforced to the 
letter. Such a verdict unavoidably will 
place American swimmers under- an 
overwhelming handicap, for nearly all 
our outdoor racing is done over tidal 
courses and it will be the rare exception 
when our champions are able to attack 
world’s marks for distances beyond 500 
meters under. the ‘required conditions. 
But contestants of some othér countries 
will suffer also. For instance, many 
of the popular baths in Australia are 
confined by pilings through which the 
tide seeps, while the famous course in 
Honolulu Harbor, where 80 many rec- 
ord-breaking feats have been achieved, 
is , so that all will be unavailable 
for. record purposes hereafter. More- 
over, a number of standards created 
over these courses and now registered 
will have to be stricken from the inter- 
national table. It appears that a few 
delegates familiar th the Manhattan 
Beach lagoon. testified to the fact that 
the ebb and flow of tide cause no per- 
ceptible current there, but others pointed 
out that if any one nation were allowed 
to break the rules for any reason others 
would claim the same privilege on dif- 
ferent pleas, abuses might follow, and 
it would end in the discrediting of all 
world’s records for open water swim- 


ming. i 

Another slight alteration effected was 
in the matter of timing records. Hith- 
erto the federation ruling has been that 
when the three official watches regis- 
tered different figures the average time 
was taken. In future the American sys- 
tem will be followed and the middle time 
accepted.

There will be a brilliant marine 
spectacle tomorrow afternoon in New 
London harbor when the squadron ‘of 
the New York Yacht Club gathers there 
in preparation for the club’s annual 
cruise.

“The wolyerene,” says Mr. Fry, “is 
by far the largest and most formidable 
of the weasel family. It is a strong 
heavy-bodied animal, seldom weighing 
more than 125 pounds or exceeding 
twenty-two inches in height, or forty 
inches in length. ‘The wolverene, com- 
monly speaking, is not an aggressive
